Moreover, there arr, spiritual char- 
it, rcu stirs ot love and friendship that 



are somedung more than any wiciol- 
ugirnl or psychological analysis can 
validate. Bui caking a look at why 
some men choose the women they do 
may Ik- helpful. 

Sociologist* have been interested 
in Ihe ideal dale and mate concept 
for many years. Despite individual 
differences, most voting men who 
trrow up in one rountry have cer- 
Uun appearance and behaviour stan- 
dards for ihe young women they dale 
and wish to marry. 

But usually the answers come out 
in terms of such general characteris- 
tics as honesty, intelligence, loyally, 
"good personality." ambitious, clean, 
and neat. 

fdeaf i!ai> 

These characteristics are so broad 
lhat they arc almost unusable for 
prat tical purposes. Moreover, al- 
most all n( the surveys are made of 
younger students who, while they 
may have some of thr same taste? 
as BBC "liard-enre'' bachelor, cer- 
tainly doifl have his salts resistance. 

Hut because students are usually .. 
pretty rlnselv knit group with stan- 
dardised tastes, it is much safer lo 
generalise alwiut them. 

One such survey showed that the 
avemgr male student thought that 
the ideal date didn't drink or smoke, 
was .serious, sweet, conscrvalively 
dressed, broad -minded, .and was 
warm and friendly on the first date. 
Only lour per cent* uf the men were 
in favor or the "little old naive girl." 

These are the stereotyped con- 
ditioned responses nf young, middle- 
class, highly educated young men 
ss'hcn ihey think about women they 
want to date jnd marry , 

It is quite probable that these 
same men would have a different 
list of rha ran eristics to propose for 
somebody who was to he "a friend." 

But these stereotypes for scx.ap. 
prnpriatr behaviour differ widely be- 
tween different groups of men. la 
New l.uinea some like their women 
aggressive: in China they like them 
subservient ; in (he far north of 
America they like them to chew wal- 
rus hide. • 

Older men may have different 
stereotyped ideals, It may t»ke rnore 
Join it, but it it no less necessary lu 
discover the menial and rnuninnal 
image thai the older man has for a 
si'v-appropiiate friend, and then, if 
yott svant him, to decide how closely 
i ior peisoiiabty will allow you to 
be likr il.

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STAR HINTS ON 
EYE GLAMOR 

By CAROLYN Exit I I 

Here's how young movie actresses make 

their eyes look big and glamorous ivith 
eye-liner and eraser, pencil and mascara, 

and long upsweeps of false eyelashes. 



ERASER. Even glamor 
girls sometimes have dark 
smudges under their 
pretty eyes, and when a 
moHe starlet comes up 
against this grooming 
problem she remedies it 
frith a tiny bit of erasing 
make-up (see picture left). 
This is a flesh-tinted, 
cteam - type preparation, 
and she applies it lightly 
with a salt brush all over 
the orea heneath her eyes 
ihat is darker than the rest of her face. Here the trick is to use smooth, even 
Arokes so that no hard edge is left afterwards ta show under lace-powdsr. 

EYE-LINER. Once the make-up man's secret, but quite well known nowadays and 
often used most effectively outside (fie theatre, eye-liner is a wonderful cosmetic 
lor enlarging the eves. The idea h to draw in a thin LIGHT line with a fine brush 
just inside the lower eyelash-line (picture top right). This has the effect of high- 
lighting the whites of the efss, makes them /ock bright end huge and very pretty. 

PENCIL. Excepting at special times, film girls generally prefer brown pencil. 
Notice that the pencil in the picture (second right) is sharpened to a wedge shape 
and that the thin end is being used Pencilling defines and enlarges the eyes. The 
knack is fo keeo the line near the lashes. There must never be a white space left 
between the drawn line and the lashes or the illusion of thicker lashes is spoiled. 

MASCARA adds drama to the movie girl's glance, can be reallv. breathtaking 
*rien she powders her eyelashes before using it (lower right). First she takes up 
plenty of face. powder on a blob of cotton-wool; then, with lids lowered, she gently 
presses it against the upper lashes. The mascara is thinly used and hshes are 
brushed upwards all the time to encourage them to curl away from and again help 
to enlarge her eyes. Sometimes she puts on several light coats to Jjet a fringed look.

EYELASH ALLURE. A girl needs o deft touch, steady fingers, 
and lots of time fo put on false lashes properly. The best false 
lashes are made of fine, real hair, usually arranged in a handle- 
able strip. Sfffe surgical glue applied with a wand or a fine-pointed 
brush is put along the base of the fake lash, which is then gently 
pressed on the eyelid along the back of the natural lash-line and 
05 dose fo it as possible. The lash strip is trimmed to the required 
length with manicure scissors and a eoat of mascara put on with 
warm water is used to blend real and false lashes into a heavy, 
upswept fringe. With care, false eyelashes can be worn frequently.

MISS SAMMARTIN1 here demon- 
strates some of her golden rules 
for decorating. 

First, simplicity. 

"Keep your rooms uncluttered,' 1 she said. 
"The) are easier lo keep tidy and clean, 
jltd they fit the modern concept of decor- 
ating." 

The strand rule is thai furniture he 
in proportion to the siye of the room. 

"So often," said Mis* .Sammariini, 
"have 1 seen a lovely antique ruined by 
the wrong selling, dwarfing a room cir the 
other furniture in It, TherefDir, I would 
advise anyone moving from a large house 
to a small nor, to dispose of thf bulky 
piece*, hmvever much it hurts." 

The third rule concern* color. 

She always tries to avoid the use of 
primary colors, and searches Uit subtle 
shades. 

"'Why use pillar-box-red when cherry 
or raspberry are so much mure original 
and attractive?" she said, "or green when 
there is eau-de nil. olive-green or pistarcio; 
or blue when iherc iv turcjuoisr or mitlnighl- 
hlue?" 

Color can help supply one's own per- 
sonality to a room. 

"I nnre lived in ii furnished apartment 
in which tftc furniture and colors were 



a depressing mixture of faded nonentitii: 
said Miss Samtnarlini. 

"Keeping my spending to an absolute 
minimum, I had the walls painted ]j.

"I covered die divan and all (he clsnirl 
Willi white and green striped cotton 
i washing-up cltnh inaieml, costing pi 
tirally nothing}, and then scattered abrmr

"My whole outlay was about £20, anil, 
believe tile, it was impassible lo rccugn- 
the room afterward*." 

If you are going In redecorate a room. 
Miss .Sammartini's advice is to ehoiiie 
yemr entire color scheme beforehand, ar.ii 
don't just keep adding hits. 

And pay attention tu details. 

"A lamp, vase, even an ashtray, if it 
is not chosen carefully, can spoil the 
whole effect." 

Miss Sammarlini's final piece of advii r. 
is not id he afraid of mixing old furnitur-' 
with modem. 

"This fear is epiite unfounded." 
sa id. 

Many of the houses she decorates in 
Venire are Isth century, and she hat 
adapted them for modem living.

After the tint weeks of the 
Russian trlccoursc — it lasts 
15 weeks — a big survey showed 
that Washington, D.C, with 
its comparatively tiny popu- 
lation ( .f about 2,000,000, had 

.10,000 Russian students — 
about 1.5 per rent.

To offset this uruiappiness, 
one husband told the .survey- 
takers (fiat learning Russian 
was responsible for him and his 
wife having breakfast together 
for the first time in years. 

Anothrr husband said, "I've 
been able tr> get my wife up to 
cook me breakfast for the first 
timr in 20 vrars, and it's all 
because of our mutual interest 
in learning Russian via TV." 

The survey accounted, too. 
for 1400 students who said 
iliey are greatly stimulated (nd 
"belter off" because they 
switch the TV to Russian lesi- 
soni at 5,30 a.m. 

To get back to those spon- 
sors. They sell breakfast 
cereal and they're doing line. 

In England, educational TV 
is 'going ahead, too. B.B.C.- 
TV has announced that it will 
double its present expenditure 
o( £A150.0DO on educational 
TV in 1960.
